the target and finally his impact could 
be made to move all over the target by 
tapping the scope tube at different 
places. Andy unfortunately had no 
mechanical rests, and therefore he 
had to monkey around quite a bit 
before he realized his cross hairs were 
broken. Mechanical rests would have 
detected scope errors such as this 
within a few minutes. Back in 1953 
cross hairs were made of wire (as 
many are today) and were prone to 
breaking at one end. It’s possible that 
loose crosshairs are more prevalent 
than we think but most of us don’t 
have the nerve to hit our scopes with a 
mallet like Andy did. | recently jolted 
the impact of my heavy bench rifle a 
full inch simply by pressuring the win- 
dage turret lightly with my arm while 
carrying the gun back to my reloading 
spot. Our present-day aluminum tubes 
are delicate, so don’t lean on them. 
Best wishes for a happy holiday 
season. | hope all of you will find a 
less than quarter minute of angle rifle 
under the tree.

THE SIEBERT CONVERSION 


When looking over the result sheets 
for matches these days we see that 
under ‘‘scope’”’ we find a listing that has 
had a Siebert conversion performed on 
it. There must be a good reason for this. 
First is the demand for higher powder 
scopes that has developed during the 
past several years. A decade ago 20X 
was common with a 24X here and there 
or the rare scope of 36X; usually a 2” 
Unertl on a heavy bench rifle. Second, 
the conversion must give the desired 
results. 


Wally Siebert. 


A brand new Lyman 25X LWBR was 
sent off to Wally this past spring to be 
converted to 32X. The scope came back 
very shortly, but due to a rough knock by 
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R.D. 2, Box 220 


UPS during the return trip, the tube for- 
ward of the turret (the tube threads into 
the turret) was bent upward and to the 
right. The scope was returned to Lyman 
and came back as good as new. UPS 
picked up the tab. | had been told that 
Lyman would not repair a scope that had 
been converted, but this turned out to be 
false. 

First, a word about the Lyman 25X 
LWBR. | was never much impressed with 
the Lyman 20X LWBR. The optics always 
looked smoky to me. There were many 
people using it with great success in the 
past. A great number of them have had 
their power brought up to 25X or 30X by 
Wally Siebert. When | had my first look 
through the Lyman 25X LWBR at Super 
Shoot IV | was quite impressed. (P.S., 
Sept. ‘76). This scope has very nice op- 
tics, is clear and sharp, and the finish is 
tops. | got an order off to L Optics and in 
only five days | had a nice new scope to 
send off to Wally along with a request to 
bring it up to 32X. 

After using this converted scope for 
some time | can tell you that it is just 
great. This conversion included a 
change in crosshair to Extra Fine 
(Spiderweb). The increase in power 
makes a finer crosshair most desirable. 
Weight increase is something less than 
four ounces and over-all length has not 
changed. The eye relief is increased the 
greater part of an inch. This is a great 
improvement. Normally, as power goes 
up eye relief gets shorter. This conver- 
sion brings the eye relief up to the level 
of a lower powered hunting scope. Optic 
quality is tops; as good as the scope had 
before it went to Washington for the 
change. 

When we gain power in a scope with- 
out major changes in optic design we 
have to give up something. That holds 
true for this power conversion too. First, 
the scope has lost some brightness of 
image due to the fact that the objective 
lens has not been increased in size. The 


loss of image brightness is almost un- 
noticeable. About the only means of 
seeing the slight loss is to set the con- 
verted scope next to a Lyman 25 LWBR 
that has not been converted. Even dur- 
ing the last moments of daylight the 
slight loss in brightness is not detrimen- 
tal to seeing target, bullet holes or 
mirage. 

The second item that changes is the 
size of the exit pupil because there has 
been no change in the ocular lens 
design or size. Therefore, aligning the 
eye in the proper position for a full field 
of view is more critical. This offers very 
little problem to those who have had 
some experience in using higher power 
scopes. A marksman who has just gotten 
a Lyman 25X LWBR and then has the 
scope converted to 32X will, after a short 
period of use, overcome this limited 
problem. The increase in power and eye 
relief forces us to live with this limitation. 

| had a look through a Leupold 24X 
that had been converted to 30X by Wally 
at a recent match and this was avery im- 
pressive experience. Leupold optics 
have always been tops in brightness and 
quality. 

The Siebert conversion can be ac- 
complished on a number of scopes. For 
example: a Lyman 8X A.A. can be 
brought up to 20X; a Unertl BV-20 to 25X 
or 30X. Wally also offers scope conver- 
sions with added eye relief for the pistol 
shooter. A typical example is the 
Leupold 7.5X A.O. to 4X with an eye 
relief of 12” to 15’. An increase in eye 
relief of this magnitude results in some 
loss of power. There are a number of 
other conversions offered. 

Wally recommends that if the power of 
the scope is to be increased, a finer 
crosshair is needed. Take this advice to 
heart for Wally knows what he is talking 
about. He offers a Superfine crosshair 
which can be recommended only for 
those with 20-20 vision. | would suggest 
that if you wear glasses that correct your

Since the 6 mm Int. was originally 
revived in 1958-59 for use as a 300 Meter 
Int. Match Cartridge, accuracy was of 
prime importance. Incidentally the 
cartridge was originally designed in

vision to 20-20, you might have trouble 
with this superfine crosshair. This is due 
to the fact that when light passes 
through glass some brightness is lost 
through light reflection from each sur- 
face of the glass. 

On the other hand it might not 
offer any problem whatsoever. Next, 
the extra fine crosshair (spiderweb) is 
offered. | have found this to be most 
satisfactory for my aged corrected eye 
sight. A .0004’’ wire crosshair is offered 
as well as a ‘‘Lee Dot”’ reticule with a 
1/8” or 1/4” dot. Crosshair changes are 
$15.00. 

As for the cost of conversion to higher 
power, the current price list is $35.00. 
The cost of added eye relief conversions 
for the handgunner, is $30.00.

1955 as a part of the .244-6mm Rem. 
development. 

During the development it was put up 
against the 7.62 NATO (.308 Win) and 
both cartridges were developed as 300 
meter rounds together. The 6mm Int. 
needed a 90 grain bullet with a very 
good ballistic coefficient to equal the 
7.62 with its 173 grain match bullet at 300 
meters. Boat tail hollow point bullets 
were made in Biehler and Astles dies for 
both cartridges. The 7.62 ended up with 
what is now the 168 grain HPBT Match. 
The 6mm Int. used a 90 grain BTHP 
bullet in the comparison tests. The 
results of these tests, over a fairly long 
period, gave the nod to the 7.62 and no 
further work was done on the 6mm. | 
don't remember how the benchrest 
shooters got on to the 6mm Int. Maybe | 
used one in early matches. 

Since accuracy at 300 meters under 
average conditions, including wind, was 
of prime importance, no work was done 
with the 100 grain bullets. The 
difficulties involved in drawing the deep 
100 grain jackets, plus the fouling prob- 
lems with long bullets limited the work to 
the shorter and more accurate bullets. 

| can only suggest that you work up 
your heavy bullet charges by starting 
with loads at least 10% less than those 
recommended for the 90 grain. The best 
powders would probably be 4350, H205 
or Norma M.R.P. 

As far as | know there is only one ver- 
sion of the 6mm on the 250 case. Prob- 
ably 99% of these are made from the 
22-250 case by expanding the neck to 6 
mm. The other 1% are made by necking 
down the 250-3000 Savage.

Remington 788 for Benchrest 
Is there anything that can be done to 


the 788 action to make it work. | am left 
handed and want to take the left handed 


788 in 6mm Remington and add a Shilen 


varmint weight barrel in 6mm-250 or 
6mm International. 

Would this make a worthwhile varmint 
rifle? Who makes a suitable walnut or 
fiberglass stock? 

| enjoy your column in Precision 
Shooting and thank you for your 
response. 


First let me state that | have not tried a 
788 action for benchrest or varmint hunt- 
ing. However | have used 788 rifles as 
issued at the factory. 

My own opinion is that it would be 
difficult to make it work as well as a 700 
or any of its derivatives. The rear lock up 
of the 788 makes the action much more 
elastic under the load of firing. Top 
loads in any of the full size cartridges 
such as the 6mm .250 or the 6mm Int. 
will require full length sizing in order to 
have the cases go back in the chamber 
without effort. 

If the best loads turn out to be 3 or 4 
grains under maximum it is possible the 
cases would need full length sizing only 
after 3 or 4 firings. Nevertheless the 
elasticity of the long lock-up is not going 
to give accuracy results equal to the 
short lock-up of the 700, 40X, 600 or 
XP100. 

If you intend to use the rifle for varmint 
hunting only you would not be greatly 
handicapped with a right hand action. 
Certainly you would not be handicapped 
at the bench. Of course if you use the ri- 
fle only for varmint hunting it is possible 
you would be satisfied with the 788 ac- 
tion. 

Almost any of the commercial stock 
makers can supply a walnut stock for the 
788. Write to Reinhart Fajen, P.O. Box 
338, Warsaw, Mo. 65355. He can supply 
most anything you might want. As far as 
| know no one makes a fiberglass stock 
for the 788. 

Incidently, Jerry Hart of Hart Rifle Bar- 
rles has given up on attempting to use 
the 788 for benchrest.
